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How Do You Pronounce It? 


The absence of fixed rules of pronunciation makes English one of the most difficult of languages 

for the foreigner to learn—and there can be few Englishmen who do not on occasions find 

themselves “stumped” by-the pronunciation of their own language. It was with a view to 

discovering some standard that the B.B.C.—to whose announcers a. great number of listeners 

had confessedly come to look for a nie on such matters—instituted an Advisory Committee 

on Spoken English, the secretary of which, Mr. A. Lloyd James, gives herewith some of its 
most recent decisions on pronunciation.
